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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument regarding, claims 15 and 21, 
for the the 35USC 1 12, first paragraph rejection is persuasive and examiner withdraws this rejection. Applicant's other argument is 
reagarding claims 15, 16, and 19 where applicant's representative argues that the prior art of Gomilla et al. (U.S. patent pub. 2007/ 
0058878 A1 ) does not disclose the features of "bit accurate film grain" and "random selection as a function of the average value of the 
image block." Examiner disagrees to both. Applicant's representative in his summary of the invention in this after final amendment states 
that bit accurate is meant that the results have "repeatability." Nowhere in the claim language, of claims 15, 16, or 19, does it define what is 
applicant's bit accurate film grain. The prior art of Gomilla et al. discloses to get the average of the blocks that are formed and a block is 
selected from these blocks. Since a computer is calculating the pixel values of the pixel blocks then there is a accuracy to the results 
because the average calculation being performed has to be within a certain variance/result and this is read as "bit accurate film grain." 
Further applicant argues that there is no random selection, as a function of the average value of the image block . Examiner disagrees. Fig. 
4 shows that the average values of the blocks are determined and from result a block is selected and if the number of blocks is small then 
a pseudo random selection takes place (Gomilla et al.; paragraph 0022). Both of these together meet the limitation of "randomly selecting, 
as a function of the average value of the image block." 
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
